To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Leek  Rural  District  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  1966  has  been  compiled  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/67. 

It  is  not  easy  to  draw  a  statistical  comparison  for  1966  with 
1965  or  any  previous  years,  since  on  the  1st  April,  1965  part  of 
the  Parish  of  Bagnall  and  the  greater  part  of  the  Parish  of  Norton- 
in-the-Moors  were  transferred  to  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent.  The 
effect  was  to  reduce  the  population  on  the  1st  April,  1965  from 
22,350  to  15,200  a  reduction  of  about  3,  while  the  area  was 
reduced  by  less  than  1,000  acres  from  72,623  acres  to  71,675  acres. 

The  mid- 1966  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  be  13,500. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  231,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
17.1  per  thousand  of  population.  This  birthrate  can  be  compared 
with  the  birthrate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  by  multi¬ 
plying  the  local  birth  rate  by  a  factor  known  as  the  compara¬ 
bility  factor,  which  for  this  district  in  1966  was  1.02.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  was  17.5  compared  with  17.7  for  England  and 
Wales.  Further  details  will  be  found  on  page  3. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  137  giving  an  adjusted  death  rate 
of  12.08  (comparability  factor  1.19)  compared  with  11.7  for 
England  and  Wales.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
of  all  types  accounted  for  89  or  65%  of  all  deaths  during  the 
year,  while  malignant  diseases  accounted  for  19  deaths  or  14% 
of  the  total.  Further  details  will  be  found  on  page  7. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease  was  82  and  the 
most  important  in  terms  of  numbers  was  measles  which  accounted 
for  53  cases,  and  whooping  cough  10  cases.  It  is  pleasing  to  report 
no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  or  smallpox,  but  this  should 
not  be  regarded  with  complacency  and  it  cannot  be  too  stronglv 
emphasised  that  parents  should  have  their  children  vaccinated 
against  these  diseases,  including  tetanus,  in  infancy. 

Frequent  routine  sampling  of  milk  for  Brucella  Abortus  was 
undertaken  in  the  district  during  the  year  by  the  County  Sampling 
Officer,  and  a  copy  of  the  report  on  each  sample  is  supplied  to 
this  Department.  On  receipt  of  a  report  indicating  possible  infec¬ 
tion,  the  farmer  was  recommended  to  call  in  his  Veterinary 
Surgeon,  and  upon  notification  of  a  positive  culture,  the  necessary 
action  was  taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk  from  the  infected  herd 
was  subjected  to  Heat  Treatment  before  human  consumption 
and  the  farmer  advised  to  boil  the  milk  for  his  domestic  use. 

During  the  year  under  review  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  Dr.  H.  K.  Watson  and  in  presenting  this  report  on  his 
behalf,  1  am  indebted  to  your  Senior  Health  Inspector  and  the 
Surveyor  for  the  information  and  assistance  which  they  have 
given  me  and  so  making  this  report  possible.

SAMPLING  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

No  new  schemes  of  sewerage  or  of  extensions  to  any  existing 
systems  were  carried  out  during  the  year  under  review. 


CONVERSIONS  OF  PAILS  TO  WATER  CLOSETS 

As  an  incentive  to  encourage  property  owners  to  convert 
pail  closets  to  W.C.'s,  the  Council  continued  its  policy  of  making 
contributions  of  up  to  half  the  co.->t  (maximum  contribution  £20) 
of  the  work  involved.  During  the  year  6  applications  were 
approved,  the  Council’s  contribution  for  these  being  £113. 

in  addition  to  these,  46  W.C.'s  were  installed  in  conjunction 
with  Improvement  Grant  work. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  and  nightsoil  is  collected  in  every  parish  in  the  district 
by  direct  labour,  4  vehicles  and  1 1  collectors  being  employed  for 
these  purposes. 

A  new  50  cu.  yard  “Continuous  loading”  type  vehicle  ordered 
in  the  previous  year  was  put  into  service  in  March  which  replaced 
two  side-loading  vehicles  operating  in  the  "built-up”  area  of  the 
district.  The  effects  of  the  use  of  this  type  of  vehicle  were  soon 
apparent,  justified  both  from  a  loading  point  of  view  and  the 
elimination  of  several  daily  visits  to  the  tip  as  was  necessary 
with  the  small  type  vehicles  previously  used,  thus  enabling  "a 
more  frequent  and  regular  collection  service  than  had  hitherto 
been  possible. 

Consideration  was  given  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to  the 
replacement  of  the  side-loading  vehicle  operating  in  the  “Hill 
District"  with  a  larger  type  vehicle,  which  will  again  save  con¬ 
siderable  time  and  mileage  travelling  to  the  various  village  tips, 
and  making  it  possible  for  some  of  these  to  be  closed,  tipping 
being  carried  out  at  the  main  tip  and  nightsoil  being  disposed 
of  at  the  Endon  Sewage  Disposal  Works  when  the  necessary 
extensions  to  these  works  have  been  completed. 

Tipping  at  the  new  site  at  Houghwood  Bottom  Farm, 
Stockton  Brook,  which  commenced  just  prior  to  the  year  under 
review,  proceeded  most  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Regular 
preventative  treatments  against  rodents  and  insect  pests  were 
maintained  and  no  complaints  of  any  nature  were  reported.  A 
dual-purpose  concrete  building  was  erected  on  the  site  to  serve 
as  a  mess  room  for  the  workmen  and  a  store  room. 

The  two  disused  tips  at  Rudyard  and  Bareleg  Hill  were 
fenced  off  and  covered  over  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that 
since  this  was  done  the  amount  of  unauthorised  tipping  taking 
place  is  negligible. 

I  he  remaining  village  tips  still  present  a  serious  problem 
with  the  amount  of  unauthorised  tipping  taking  place,  though 
it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  this  somewhat  by  the  installation 
ol  locked  barriers  preventing  access  by  unauthorised  vehicles. 
These  tips  were  levelled  and  covered  over  from  time  to  time, 
and  regular  treatments  against  vermin  carried  out.
